Major Lyman D. Burtch, head 
of Army and Air Force Recruit- 
ing for San Bernardino and Riv- 
erside counties, declared today 
that young men eligible for the

WASHINGTON Radio and 
television are about to give edu- 
cation a terrific shot in the arm. 
Educators say this shot will be 
given at the spot where it will do 
tne most good—where it will help 
to teach the world’s citizens how 
ta get along with each other with 
less trouble. At the U.S. Office of 
Education here is the way edu- 
cators are beginning to see the 
things to come: 

1. Television will become the 
electronic blackboard of the fu- 
ture-—ceven in the little red school- 
house.
